BRITISH CIVILIANS 
SUFFER IN WAR TOO 


Two Are Killed in Raids 


Every Five in Battle 


for 


OHIO MOVIE CENSOR

LONDON, June

civilians wore killed or injured 
in air raids in the United King 
dom during the first three years 
of the w ar for every five casual­ 
ties among the kingdom’s arm ­ 
ed forces, an analysis of ofricial 
figures showed today.

Prime Minister Clement Attlee 
announced yesterday, were 25,-

were 102,934—or 4.291 killed and 
55,643 injured. 
Since then civilian casualties 
have risen

PLANS ARE LAID 
FOR BLACKOUT 
IN THIS AREA 


County as Well as City and 
Villages Covered by 
Defense Orders 


Sometime during the night of 
Wednesday, June 9, Urn whistles 
and sirens will be heard in Wash­ 
ington C. H , and warning signals 
will be flashed to other parts of 
Fayette County, announcing the 
first blackout and air raid w arn­ 
ing test in this community. 
This is the first test to be made 
here by order of the Ohio State 
Council of Defense and with the 
full cooperation 
of 
the 
IT. 
S. 
Army. An officer of the Fifth l T. 
S. Arm y Corps 
area, 
together 
with representatives of the Ohio 
Council of Defense will be here 
to observe the operation of the 
air raid 
warning 
signals, 
the 
complete blackout test and will 
note w hether the entire person­ 
nel of the Fayette County Civil­ 
ian Defense Council organization 
operates efficiently as well as de­ 
termining the cooperation of all 
citizens. 
Fayette is one of the nine Ohio 
Counties composing the special 
district in which this blackout 
test is to be made on June 9. The 
other counties 
are 
Ross, 
Pike. 
Scioto, Vinton. 
Jackson, 
Law­ 
rence, Gallia and Meigs. 
The exact hour of tilt* alarm 
to be sounded here is kept a se­ 
cret. Only the U. S 
Army and 
th(> state 
organization 
ofTicials 
know the exact time it will be 
given. This is done to simulate a 
real alai rn for an actual air raid, 
to determ ine how well prepared 
these communities are in case an 
unexpected warning should come 
if a real enemy air raid should 
occur. 
A rrangem ents for this practice 
test were completed at a meeting 
of representatives of the Civilian 
Defense Councils of all counties 
in this district, held at Chillicothe 
Tuesday. Chairman Edwin Ducev, 
Col. Hell G. Allen and Fred Rust, 
who are 
rn charge of various 
phases of the 
civilian 
defense 
work here, were in attendance. 
Upon their return a special m eet­ 
ing of the executive committee 
of the Fayette County Council of 
Civilian Defense was called to 
begin active preparations for the 
test here. 
Don’t Tse Telephones 
One of the most important fea­ 
tures of an air raid test, as em ­ 
phasized to the group of officials 
at the district meeting, was that 
the' public be impressed w ith the 
urgent necessity to stop using the 
telephones when such an alarm 
is given. The public is advised 
that experience has shown that 
cooperation along

line 
is 
vital and essential. The impor­ 
tance of keeping the telephone 
lines clear for official messages 
cannot be stressed too strongly, 
it is stated, since a breakdow n of 
the telephone

carrying 
w arning messages and 
instruc­

pecially if an air raid warning 
was given for an actual enemy 
attack.

Ev ery physi­ 
cian worthy of the name not only 
obtains this history from his pa. 
Lent, bat he mak es a written rec­ 
ord of it for his permanent files, to 
which is added the results of the 
physical examination and the dif­ 
ferent laboratory examinations. 


D in *io w a o f R eco rd 
The complete record of the pa­ 
tient falls into the following div i­ 
sions 
1. History. 
2. Physical examination 
2. laboratory examination (mi­ 
croscopic and chemical examina­ 
tions of anne, blood and other 
body fluids). 
4. X ray examination (if indi­ 
cated'). 
5. Special examinations (such 
as the electrocardiographic exam­ 
ination of the heart, basal metab­ 
olism, etc.). 
6. Treatment recommended. 
We will discuss these headings 
in detail from time to time during 
the ensuing week s. This is purely 
educational- a n endeav or to mak e 
you acquainted and sympathetic 
with the mental processes your 
doctor 
goes through 
in trying to 
understand your ca^e. 
The history consists in sev eral 


subdiv ision*. 
First, the purely 
statistical data: Your name, Ad­ 
dress, age, telephone number, so­ 
cial statu* snd your occupation. 
Social status (-ingle, married, di­ 
v orced or widowed), occupation 
and age are it ally v ery important, 
especially age, because certain dis­ 
eases are automatically ruled out 
at certain ages. 
Under social 
status you may remember that one 
of Dr. Conan Doyle’s characters 
wa* fame*? for a monograph 
called "Obscure Nerv ous Lesions 
in the Unmarried.” And occupa­ 
tion is notoriously related to dis­ 
ease. 
The second subdiv ision in the 
history is “chief complaint.” This 
is a guide-post because it states 
in the patient’s own words the 
principal thing that he think s is 
the matter with him 
lf he says 
“shortness of breath.” it narrows 
the field. Whatev er else your ex­ 
amination rev eals, it must explain 
why the patient is short of breath. 
The third subdiv ision of th** his­ 
tory is called “present illness’’ and 
is an expansion of th** chief com­ 
plaint. The patient states how 
long he has been ill, whether the 
trouble ha* been continuous or in­ 
termittent. 


Past Wdm sm 
The fourth subdiv ision of the 
history 
»a “pant illnesses,” in 
winch you try to find out whether 
anything in the patient’s history 
could hav e been the cause and 
origin of the present trouble. Thus 
a history of rheumatic fev er may 
explain a heart condition that ex 
is ta ev en as much a* 30 y*ars 
afterward. 
The next subdiv ision of the his­ 
tory is the family history. This is 
designed to find out whether 
there 
is any chance that the present di« - 
ea-e us hereditary in nature. In 
practice this is the least satisfac­ 
tory of the subdiv isions of the his­ 
tory because few people k now v ery 
much about their family history.
